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Continuation of 1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant argues that claim 1 requires both a time period indication and a geographical indication. Claim 1 recites "at least one limitation 
relating to a desired insurance coverage, the at least one limitation including a time period indication of a time period less than a month 
and a geographical region indication of a geographical region smaller in size than an entire nation." As presently recited, claim 1 requires 
at least one limitation relating to a desired Insurance coverage. Claim 1 further requires that the at least one limitation include a time 
period and a geographical region. Claim 1 can also be interpreted as requiring one limitation relating to a desired insurance coverage, 
where that one limitation includes one of a time period and a geographical limitation. It is respectfully submitted that claim 1 was given the 
broadest reasonable interpretation, and thus interpreted in this fashion. The Examiner suggests amending claim 1 to require "at least two 
limitations, where the two limitations include a time period and a geographical limitation" or to require "the limitations, where the limitations 
include a time period and a geographical limitation." 

In response to applicant's argument that Felton cannot be combined with Luchs and Cullen, the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In this 
case, the Examiner has provided motivations directly from the references themselves. (Note the motivation at the bottom of page 7). 
Furthermore, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references Individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
